Importaut Militia Order— Tho Sale of 
Liquor Prohibited in ^, 
Camps. ^ 

Interesting: Developments Connected 
With the Performance of 
the Mascotte. 

(From our own CorrcaDondcnt. 
0'rr.\wA, Doo. 5, — An important order 
has been iaauetl by the Department of 
.Militia. It states that tho Major 
(icneral haviDg observed the evil effects in 
tho militia camps of instruction of the un- 
restricted aalo of intoxicating liquors, ilio 
ealo of such liquor in regimeutu! niessoa and 
canteens ut camps ia henceforth entirely 
prohibitetl. Ollicsra commandinc; canipa of 
instruction will bo held reaponaiblc for tho 
proper carryinj; out of this order, and they, 
together with the ofBoer commanding the 
units of the aotiva militia will, in thoao dis- 
tricts that the law so dirocto, be liable to 
prosecution, and in respect of any liijuor sold 
in tents or other preiniaes subject to their 
control, 1)0 liable, in udditicn, lo auch penalty 
as may be inflicted for a breach of military 
diaciplino.

THE ITALIAN LYNCfilNGS. 

The UassacrcB of Three Years Ago Becalled 
in tho CourtB. 

New Orlrans, Deo. 5.— Attention has 
again been called in this city to the Italian 
lynching of nearly three years ago by the 

trial in tho U. S. circuit court of tho suit 
for damages in the sum of ogaiiiat 
tho city of Kow Orleans by tho mother of 
Antonio Bagnetto, tho Italian who was 
hung on the neutral ground in 
front of the Parish prison. Judge 
Aleck, Boarman presided. The grounds for 
the anit are that the eity officials bad failed 
to perform their duty to protect that man 
from the Tio|ene» of the mob, and that he 
was a citizen of Italy. The city denied the 
allegations, olatmiog that he had been 
nituralized. Walter B. RogerB, who was 
Attorney-General of the Stats at tho 
time of lynching testified that on the morn- 
ing of March 11, 1891, hearing that there 
was possibility of trouble, in company with 
the eherifl, Gabriel Villore, they called on 
tho Governor, who advised them to see the 
Mayor. After hunting for some time with- 
out success, they heard that tho mob 
had already broken into the jiiil 
and lynched the Jtnliana, Tho testi- 
mony of Knshton Foster, n. newapupir 
man, who interviewed the Mayor on tho 
lynching, waa obji'cted to. 1 he defence 
wanted to jirove by him that tlie city ofil- 
iala were kept posted as to the acts of the 
mob and failed to takeatepa toprevent tliein. 
Other testimony was that the lynching had 
taken place and tho ovenla that led up lo it. 
Both sides submitted documentary evidence, 
and then the case closed. To-morrow argu- 
ment will bo heard. 



FRENCH PIRATES. 

Three Kascala on Trial at Brest for Mutiny 
nud Slurder. 

Pa JUS, Deo, 5,— The Navfil Tribunal at 
lirest begun to-day the trial of Alexander 
and Joseph Roriijue, brothers, and another 
man named Mirey, on the charge of mutiny 
and n-.urdbr. The defendants were mem- 
bers of tho crow of the Minorihati, 
a ve.'ucl belnuging toaTahitian Prince. In 
.lanuary, I.S1)2, it ia said they mutinied, 
shot the native captain and the Kiigliah 
siipercirgo, Gibson, and poisoned six Kanaka 
aoainen. T.'ien they seized tho vcsael, 
loaded her with various native product 
valiu-d at -10, 0(10 francs and changed the 
ship's name. They Imilcd at little fre- 
(|uented islands, impresafd the Polynesian 
natives into I ho crew and dispnaed of the 
cargo at various prices, linally arriving at Pon- 
ape. The»J-lori(|Ui-a fearing that Mirey could 
not be trusted, ilireateiied him with murder. 
iMirey, who ia half caste, was the cook of 
the Minorihati, and il was he 
who, at the suggestion of tho 
other nintineers, poisoned the food 
for tho Kaiiakaa. The throats of 
murder so alarmed Mirey that he made 
a cDiifeasion lo the Government oHiciala. 
The ei'se has eiuaed a aenaalion in Brest, 
The iHeciiicts of the court were crowded 
ihroughout the day and until 8 o'clock this 
I'vening. Tho actual accusation fills six- 
teen pages and reads like a thrilling novel. 



THE BANK OF ENGLAND. 

'i'ho London Dally News Declares That It Is 
Eminently Hafe. 

London, Dec 5. — The Daily News, refer- 
ring to tho stories about tho IJank of Eng- 
land, says : " Tho false and exaggerated 
gossip about tliat bank Honn falls away, 
wanting substance to rest on. The nmxi 
mum loss will bo £300,000. Good insid ■ 
estimates do not exceed £130,000, ii chi lini 
the loss by transaotions with the 
Murietasand others, and the amount re- 
alizable by life reeurltiea pledged being 
doubtful." The News adds that to appoint 
a Government ofiSciat for the purpose of 
dictating to the direotors, thus disenoumbor- 
ing them of responsibility, would be a mis- 
take " As now constituted, " it says, "Tho 
bink inay be a lumbering old coach, but it is 
eminently siifo which is the first necessity.'

LAND IN miOLAND. 

-Air. Chamberlain Thinks the Only Solntlon Is 
to Be fonnd Through Parchase. 

London, Deo. 5. — In a letter ou the Irish 
land queation, Kight Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, the Liberal Unionist leader in the 
House of Commons, declares that his views 

of tho subject have undergone no change. 
Ho does not seek, liowover, to bind tho Lib- 
eral Unionists to his views. It ia his 
belief that tho Bolutiou of tho queation 
inuat bo tound through purchase 
only. Duivl ownership by meana of 
tho tciiaut fixing authority, has no element 
of finality. Tlie state ought to adopt login- 
lation providing that when three-fourths of 
tho tenants of any estate arc anxious to buy 
the landlords shall be compelled to bcU. In 
the case of landlorda having to sell, if three- 
fourths of the tenants refuse to buy, tho 
.State will purchaeo. Tho laiidlord will get 
a fair value for hia property, excluding any- 
thing for tho compulsory sale of the first 
grant allotted. The efl'ect of tho operation 
ought not to exceed tho amount proposed in 
the Balfour act. 



GEORGE GOULD SQED. 

Jay UouId'B Son Proiecnted for Uisappro- 
prlating Uoney. 

New York, Dec, 5. — Judge McAdam, of 
the Superior court, to-day appointed Albert 
Rupnian the guardian of Mrs. Sella Nico- 
lauB, for the jiurpose of bringing an action 
in her behalf against George , I. (iould on a 
check for 5 10,000, Mrs. Kicolaus waa 18 
y^ars of ago on May 'J8 last. She says in 
her petition, on which the order appointing 
the guardian waa grunted, that in March 
she was tho owner of a jiapor or order for 
tho payment of money, a check made by 
George J. Gould for $10,000. She states 
that when he was possessed of this check, 
Guuld wrongfully obtained it and appropriat- 
ed it to his own use. Hence she says aho haa 
been damaged to tho extent of $-10,000, She, 
therefore, usks leave of the court to bring 
an action against Mr. Gould for the recov- 
ery of the check or its value.

Vancos VEU, Deo. 5. — (Special)— Members 
of the old reliable Vancouver Trust it Lonn 
company were astonished to find in their 
PostoiBoe box yesterday a letter from a 
prominent Belleville, Ontario, citizen, en- 
closing fourteen lottery tickets and a re- 
turned letter. The communioation instructs 
tho correspondent to make returns two days 
before the drawing, which takes place in 
Vancouver. Tho following ia the wording 
of a lottery ticket, which startled the con- 
servativo bueiness heads of the Vancouver 
Trust & Loan Co.: 

" No. 6148, Vanoonver, B. C, Loan and 
Trust Co., VanoouvR-, B. C; incorporated; 
capital stock, $100,000. This is to certify 
that the holder has paid this company one 
dollar, which entitles him to one share in 
this Co. (Signed) G. Franklin, Treasurer." 

The letter aa well aa the ticket was print- 
ed by a rubber stamp out&t. Mr. Ceper- 
ley at once employed a private detective to 
hunt up G. Franklin, but your correspond- 
ent, being informed by a gentleman who has 
the car of the head of the institution, fer- 
reted out the thing himself. He 
found that a second-hand clothes dealer 
had Hskcil at the post nfiici) for letters for 
the L & T. Co., G. Franklin treasurer, and 
tho same man had Bciit bulky letters, no 
dnuht enclosing tickets, to St-»ttlo,,San Fran- 
cisco, Winnipeg, Montreal and 'I'oronto. It 
is needless to say that the p.irty referred to 
is not worth one hundred thousand cents ; 
that G, Franklin is o fictitious name, and 
that tho so-called I^oan and Trust Co. that 
runs the lottery scheme under the shadow 
of the name of a powerful and reliable firm 
is a fraud, ami that there ia not even such a 
lottery existing. 

CORN DUTIES. 

I'rnposal to Increase the Import Tax on Grain 
In France. 

Paris, Deo. 5. — P. Legguis, member of 
tho Chamber of Deputies for ono of the 
divisions of Loiio et Garonne, ono of the 
principal agricultural departments of F runoe, 
said in an interview to-day that ho intends 
to propose in the Chamber an increase of the 
corn duty from five to eight francs. The 
proposed inoreaBe of duty, he believes, 
would enable the French corn growers to 
gkin a fair living, whereas at present they 
are verging on ruin. Tho increase would 
not, he said, augment tho retail price of 
bread, but would diminish the speculotors' 
and middlemen's profits. Be does not think 
that the raising of tho duly would affect 
importutioua from Americn.

London backed ita 
opinion of Alchi-ion's financial conditiuii 
by selling. Atchison securitiea sold at their 
lowest, in the first hour of Imsiiieaa, when 
the stock touchfd 18J The miirket gener- 
ally closed weak ; total sales, 1!)-1,.'),')8 aharea. 
The net losses ranged from .1 to '2 per cent. 
The pressure to soil Atchison abated when 
it was announced that President Reihardt 
hud cabled from London that the stories 
about the financial embtffrasBment of the 
company were unfounded.

Two nights before 
the Klickitat sailed, on the ISth, two regi- 
ments were ordered out under arms on 
account of rumors of a possible attempt to 
take tho palace. Kvery possible precaution 
was taken, hut nothing occurred up to tho 
ailing date, November IS, No concise ex- 
pression of opinion was probable, as tho 
people are divided into three parlies— those 
tiivoring annexation, tlioae favoring reet'ira- 
tiou and tlie last wanting a United States 
protectorate with the Queen on the throne, 
fbo policy adopted at i ho time of the over- 
tlirow is being adhered to except by u few 
ivho, disuppointed at not receiving office, 
liave become fierce royulista.

presa and people. Mr. Dolph said it would 
have been more satisfactory had the Presi- 
dent been a little more explicit as to how 
the alleged wrong was to be undone. Some- 
thing more than moral suasion must be ex- 
eroised in restoring the Queen. The course 
of the President must have been inspired by 
a desire to diaoredit the action and policy of 
his predeceBBor. 

The preaident of the Senate asked Mr. 
Dolph if be favored seoaring the Ha- 
waiian islands and holding them as a ooU 
ony. 

Senator Dolph replied that it would come 
to that after a while, but he declared in 

favor of annexation of the islands, giving 
them a suitable government and exeroieing 
control over them. Forcible interference to 
reatoro tho Queen's government would bo so 
flagrant a violation of law and justice that 
even foreign governments would be justified 
in interfering to prsvent it. 



MUCH WANTED. 

A Chinaman Whom the U. S. AnthorltieB Are- 
Exceedingly Anxious to Captore. 

Boston, Deo. 5.— Chin Gin, known aa 

" Old Sport," a well-known Chinaman, left 
this city within tho last two days with U.S. 
officers in pursuit, He is charged with 
being the head of a gang of conspirators 
against the laws of the United States in 
preparing bogus certificates, enabling 
Chinanen to visit their own country and re- 
turn under tlie clasoification of mer- 
chants. Ho is reported to have a fake 
storo on Hurrison avenue, and on 
the payment of a certain sum Chinamen are 
allowed to become partners in the concern, 
receiving papers certifying that they were 
mnrohants in good stsknding, and in this 
manner were able to leave and visit their 
native country free from the restrictions on 
Chinese immigration. He is furthermore 
charged with being the leader of the gang 
recently captured near the Canadian line 
for amuggling natives into this country. It 
is also stated on tho authority of oiliciala 
that Chin Gin ia a fugitive from justice ou 
the charge of murder, and that be killed a 
Chinaman in San Francisco some years ago,, 
becauae tho latter had atoli^n the uCTectiona 
of a Chinese maiden from him. 



CLEVELAND'S MESSAGE. 

Some I'rcss lOplnlons— A Courageous De- 
llveraiiee— The Ciihlnet Will Turn tho 
President's Words Into Deeds. 

London, Deo. 5.— The Pall Mall Gazette, 
commenting on President Cleveland's mes- 
sage, says : The President has shown that 
hia oourogo haa not been diminiahed by his 
inexplicable reverses. The statement in 
the message in reference to Hawaii should 
cause ex-Proaident Harrison to hang his 
head and liido hia blusliea. Referring to 
tho tariir it saya ; In face of a deficit it ia 
courugeoua to cheapen tariffs. 

Tho St. James Gazette says : Nothing 
could be leas spread-eagle than the state- 
ment regarding Hawaii, which is scrupul- 
ously fair. The United States have learned 
in a most convincing way the elementary 
loBson that if you do not buy from your 
neighbor he will not bay from you. We 
are inclined to balievo that Cleveland's 
cabinet will not be wanting in their efforts 
to turn the President'a brave worda into 
deeds.

It is now a fact 
which has been corroborated that tho rebels 
have fully ten thousand men at their 
command. Tho Federal troops now in 
tho field do not equal them numerically, 
and every fight is now forced on tbem.

THE EXHIBITION PROPEJITY 



Proposal That ilio City SLouId As- 
sume It ami I lie AHsociatiou 

Liiibilitics- 

A Public 13unlen Which a Few 
Private Oitizeus Have En- 
deavored to Carry. 



A conference of the directors of the Brit- 
ish Columbiu Agricultural Asaocintion with 
thu Miiyor iiiui Bomrd of Aldermen of Vic 
toria took place yesterday aftornoon, Mayor 
Beaven presiding. All tho other mcmbiira 
of the City Counoil were present, with the 
exception of Aid. Balier. The Association 
was represented by Dr. G. L. Milno, M.P. 
P., tho president, und Meiara. W.H. Kllia, 
Ij. R. Ker, C. K R.mouf, li. .Seuljrook, J. 
HoUnud, \V. H. liainbridKo, Nimh Shuliea- 
peuTe, H. Tolmie ivnd H. T. Williuing. 

Dr. Mihie opuiud tliu ijroctedinga by 
Btiitiiig thut it wus intended by tlio nt-socuii- 
tion to liuve, next year, the liu-goat exhibi- 
tion in ita history, but thoro wuh a tinunciivl 
dilliculty which, in tho ineuntiino, timy 
wislied aES'atanui! in fucing. He guvo u. 
stiUenicnt of iho llonling liii bditica which lu-i; 
overburdening ihe directors at present, und 
said it, wua proposed, in brief, that the city 
should take over tlio buildings and property 
of the iiaaociivtion und asaumo ila 
dobta, leaving tho niuuugenicnt of the 
purely exhibiiion u(l\dra ua ut present. 
Ho showed that I he city had alrciuiy an in- 
terest of J'-'5,()U0, repieaentcd l)y tlio money 
wliich had been advanced by the Corpora- 
tion. The property, he stated, ia valued at 
f (iU.dOO, and there is upon it u debt of only 
!?Jl,'J(Jt), ao that he thought it wus manifest- 
ly a good business proposition for the city, 
which was now made. The following finan- 
cial statement was submitted :

Tlie 
loss on tho laat llireo exhibitions was in

total, §1,450. Tho loan of Sl'O.OOO ia rn- 
ceived by a guarantee made by ten of tlie 
directors, tho note to the bank ia similarly 
secured, and the io.in ia further secured by 
policies on the lives of live of t ho directors, 
of S-l.OOO each, for twenty veur!'. on which 
two years prennunia have been pid.l. Tlie 
fixed charges ou the properly, including 
interest, insurance nud tho lax payable to 
the Government amouuta to S'J.OGl 
_ Aid. Munn irquired irhether the corpora- 
tion had authority to ac<iiiirc and hold pro- 
perty of this description. 

Tl.o Mayor said the property being out- 
side tho city, ho thought it would require 
legislative authority to purohaao it, if that 
wua what was proposed by Dr. Milno. 

\V. H. Ellis said with a grant of SI, 000 
allowed by the tJovernmeut, and the fixed 
chargoa being asaumed by tho city, it would 
not be necessary to oomo year by year to 
the corporation for u grunt. This year tho 
city had given $;!,000, which would bo more 
than the whole coat to the public under tho 
new arrangement, by which the expenses of 
tho exhibition would be fully covered by 
the gate receipts. 

Aid. Ilelyea inquired if tho proposition 
was that the city should furnish sufficient 
money to pay oif tho floating liabilities, or 
to assume those liabilities and poy them off 
aa they mature. 

D. B. Ker said it seemed to him that it 
would be in the interest of tho city to at 
once raise the necessary amount by way of 
loan. As to running it afterwards, he could 
assure thn Counoil that the directors were 
not what might be termed anzioua to desert 
a sinking ship. They were quite prepared 
to continue their efforts to malie the exhi- 
bitions worthy of the association. It was 
because of special adverse oiroumataucea 
during the three successive years since ;!,o 
new building hud been completed that aliiirs 
were in the present unfortunate position 
The directors had assumed a very heavy re 
sponsihility solely in llio public interest 
and without any iilca of i-i:coiiipenso, and 
they therefore felt no conipuiiution in ask- 
ing tho corporation, aa tho public's repre- 
sentatives, to conic to their uaaiatince. 

The Mayor aaiii if tlie iriortgage could bo 
tuken up before inaturily it would very 
materiully improve tho case ao far ua the 
city ia concerned.

Tiiu. arrival of tho 
Corwin in Honolulu, at a liiiio wlieii the 
steamers havu K-ft there, will, beyond 
oubt, cause some anxiety until the statu of 
ullaira is learned. Althon_t;li various places 
were visited along the water front, it; wua 
learned that none of the crew had been 
ashore for tho last three duys. The precau- 
tiona taken to prevent the men from com- 
numicciting anything that they might hear 
on board were complete.

Aa cargo the Victoria brought 3,480 tons 
ui general morcliuudiao, ooO tors of which 
will be landed at Victoria before tho ship 
proceeds to Tucoma this morning. Of tho 
pussengora there were about l-2~> ateerage, 
including 57 Chinese and .'Ui Japanese for 
this city. Among her cabin pabseugers were 
Mrs. Tillotaon, wifo of tho retiring U. S. 
consul at Yokohama, who will probably re- 
turn home on tho next steamer, her' two 
children, and Mr. Milbrath, who baa acted 
aa inspector of bteamships in the Japanese 
navy for tho past eight years, und 
who is returning homo to the old country. 
Mr. Hull, one of tho ahip'a 
engineers, who ia a well-known Victorian, 
left tho ateanior at Hong Kong with tho ex- 
pectation of going on another vestol plying 
on tho China coast. None of tho Victoria'a 
crev/ could givo any lute information rela- 
tive to tho trial of the scaling schooner 
Maud S at Vokoh.-ima, but on the day they 
left that port tho American schooner Ana- 
conda went to sea and tho Aurora wfts lying 
at anchor there. A Ruaaiun squadron, con- 
siating of the Admiral KorinlolT, the Ruz 
boytuk and tho Zabiuka, arrived in Voko- 
h«ma last month, and it is thought that 
these vessels will be the protectors of Rus- 
sian sealing inteiests in the coast waters 
next year.

THE IfAKUSP AND SLOGAN RAIL- 

WA Y. 

In a recent issue of tho Nelson Tribune is 
an arliole of a remarkable oharaoter, the 
object of which is to show that the Provin 
cial Government haa pledged the public 
credit to tho e.xteut of fOOO.OOO for tho con-, 
atruotion of the Nakuap and Slocan railway, 
and that tho contract for the same ia beint; 
carried out in such a cheap and imperfe 
manner that the aotnal ooafc will barely c 
caed $600,000. The inference ia then drawn 
by the Tribune that there will be a surplus 
of $300,000, and the question is asked 
Where is the money going ? 

My the uae of conftieed and ambiRtioua 
sentences, the prol)abilitiea of great cor 
ruption and jobbory -such aa the writer ia 
too cowardly to impute openly — are inain- 
uated in the moat linmiatakable way. We 
give below some extraota to illustrate tho 
insinoationa made and the unscrupulous- 
neag of the methods employed : 

After alleging that tho tiea are light— 
tho curvcH sharp — tho matcriala badly built 
and tho ilimaitat ever put into a Canadian 
road, the article procoeda to aay : 

So far, ao good, aa regards the cost of l,no 
road to the uouatruotion company, but wbon 
tho coat of the road to tho taxpayer ia con- 
sidered it ia altof^other dill'erent. The road 
ia to ooat §-2:!,000 a mile, or S!)(JO,()0() in all. 
It will bo completed for under $GOO,UOO, ac- 
coidiug to tlie eatimate of competent en- 
gineera and the judgment of practical men 
who have seen the cluaa of work put in. 
Where ia the surplus of §,'100,000 goiog '; 
That is a question which may be very perti- 
nently asked of Premier Davio. It would 
dot do to auggeat that miniatera of ch<: 
crown are getting a share. It ia too mticn 
to credit Davie with auoh Maohiaveiian in- 
genuity in this scheme as to flatter tiio 
people of West Kootenay that he is favor- 
ing this section, to flatter the province aa a 
whole that ho ia buttreaaing ita trade against 
foreign competition, and at the aamo Lime 
to be lining hia pocketa againat thoao [;erioda 
of private and individuiil depression lo 
which public life ia liable at any time. 
But while it ia aaaunied that, iho niiii- 
istry are themselvca in motivu and aotion 
all that they ouglit to be, the red herringu 
of progreaaive policy ami patriotic enter- 
prise must not be allowed to obaeuro lo tlio 
people of I'.ritiah Columbia and West Ivoote- 
nay tho real nature of the tranaaction. 

Tile plain facta are those: Theroiaa;!!) 
per cent, commission on tliis deal, which ia 
coming out, of the pocketa of the taxpaycra 
and going into the pocketa of aomo ono else. 
Tho taxpayer will never ultimately benefit 
to tho extent of a dollar by tho road. IS'o 
sooner doeu it become a paying oonoern than 
it ia found to be owned by parties who did 
not pay for it. 

Wo havo ataled that llie article from 
which tho above arc excerpts is a rennuk- 
ablo one. It ia not leas remarkable than the 
fact that it should have been copied in liie 
evening Opposition newspaper of thia city, 
and that without any comment beyond 
what was contained in tho title, intimating 
that "A margin was being worked up for 
some poraon." It ia aurprieing, indeed, 
that journals which would enjoy a reputa- 
tion for respectability, should permit, for 
political purposes, a resort to methods ao 
contemptibly low. It is a strange com- 
mentary on men and moraia and our timea 
when a paper will insinuate in covert, 
but no loss unmistakeable tornie, without 
the aligh teat tittle of evidence on whieli to 
found it, that a Minister of the Crown, and 
ho tho Firat Miniutor, ia guilty of what 
would not be leaa than a criminal conspiracy 
to rob the Province. Apurt from any otlier 
oonacnuencea to which wo might refer, tlio 
flippancy with which auch serious relloctiona 
are made and allowed to posa, oa&not but 
be moat idisaatroua to publio confidence in all 
governing bodies, not to apeak of publio 



credit, which Maoaulay justly regards us 
the baaia of national greatness. 

Aa before atutoil, the gravamen of tho 
Tribnnu'a ehargea ia that tho public credit ia 
pledged for .JUOO.OOO, or l?'2:!,000 a milo, 
whilo tho work will not coat moro than 
$000,000, but when we state, as ia the faot, 
that the publio credit is not pledged to any 
such extent as §900,000 ; that tho road is not 
to coat S"J.'1,000 por milo, and that tho total 
money agreed lo bo guaranteed does not 
eed fl7,.~)nO por mile, or very little in 
cxceaa of tho ligure, which even such an un- 
just critic as the Nelson Tribune statea to 
be the cost of the road. In light of these 
facts, the possibility of the frauds so basely 
insinuated by an unprincipled journal van- 
ishes. 

As to tho methods of construction, we are 
not in a position to spoak in tho absence of 
autbentio information, but when it is borne 
in mind that the road must be accepted by 

the Engineer of the Railway Department of 
the DouiinionGovoriiment, and Bland the teat 
of hia aero tiny, and must also bo accepted 
by the Eiigineera of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway (Company before the latter will 
accept it, ua atipulated under the Act of lust 
session, it will readily bo conceded that 
there are good reaaona for rejecting the 
ehargea of faulty construction aa being 
e([iially unfounded and unwarrautablo with 
the iasinuationa of official corruption. 

Why the Nelson Tribune, except from its 
inherent instincta of journaliatic rapacity, 
should give placo to inainuationa of ao libel- 
loua a character ia diliiuult to conceive ; it 
ia Kiually incomprehcnbiblo that its coarae 
libols should bo trantfcrred to tho columns 
of even any Opposition newspaper on the 
Coast. The insinuations are harmless so 
far as tho Government or tho Premier is 
concerned, because they are exploded by 
the alightcat exanunatiou of tho facts, 
but the result of aucli injurioua atalementa 
ia lo damage tho credit of tho Province and 
to loiver the political moral tone of the coun- 
try without even the palliation of the small 
eat fact or political expediency to justify 
them. We have ample proof of how niia- 
chiovoua atatementa made by irreaponaible 
and malignant charactera havo travelled 
where tlicir only etl'ect liaa boon to impair 
our financial credit, for which, if accom. 
pliahcd, or not properly counteracted, the 
whole Province haa to pay dearly. 



vincial property, it must be conceded that 
those people living in the vicinity must 
necessarily be most afTeoted by any regula- 
tions made by the Landa and Works De- 
partmont regarding itu disposal, and from 
tho articlcH which havo appeared in the 
Veroon Newt, the paper which muat bo in a 
position to know all the facts of the case, it 
ia evident that whilst the Timea, with a 
perfeot ignorance of the locality and circum- 
stances, acoma to be diaaatieficd, ihoao who 
poaaeaa a thorough knowledge of the facta 
and are moat interested have expressed their 
aatiafaotion with the aotion taken. 



THE VERNON COMMONAOE. 

With ita usual indiscretion and ignorance 

of its subject, tho Timea rushes in to attack 
the Government with respect to tho man- 
agement of tho commonago land near 
Vernon. 

It may be well to inform those who are 
liable to be misled by articles publiahed 
from time to time in the Times and the 

Vancouver News-Advertiser, that tho land 
referred to ia a tract lying between Okan- 
»g4n and Long Lakes. It compriaea some 
twenty-five thouBund acres, of which not 
two hundred could bo utilized for agricul- 
tural purposes, it being composed of gravelly, 
rooky benches, with conaiderable timber, 
and probably some 2,000 feet above the lakes. 
In early days it was in the same position as 
other unoccupied Crown lands, but in 1S77 
tho Indian Reserve Commiasionera sot it 
apurt aa gru/.ing land, to be used in common 
by the whites and Indiana. 

The Commiasionera further stated in 
their Minute of Decision that, failing their 
being poaaesaed of authority to aet the land 
aside as a commonage, tho whole tract 
should be an Indian roaerve. The Comniia- 
eionera took this course to cnauro tho In- 
diana having anfficient grazing land for their 
live atook, considering the other tracts sot 
aaido for them aa being insufficient for 
their reciuirementa. 

The land waa regarded as u commonage 
for many ycara and used by the aetllera for 
grazing purpoaea, and it waa not till tlie 
present Government came into office tliut 
any action was taken with respect to it. 
Tho construction of the Shuawap Railway 
brought into existence the town of Vernon, 
and tho commonage land waa within a mile 
or luo of the town. 

Conaequent upon the increaso of value of 
all real estate in the different centres of 
population throughout the Province, several 
applications were made to secure poaaeeaiou 
of aome of the commonage land, which from 
ita proximity to tho town would poaaeaa a 
apeculalive value. All applicaliona were 
rnfuHcd. Hon. Mr. Vernon took tho 
matter up with the Indian Reserve 
Department, questioning the power of tho 
Indian Commiaaionera in 1877 to aet aaide 
any land aa tt commonage. The result waa 
lhat the present Indian Reaerve (Jomniia- 
aioncr, lion. Mr. O'Keilly, visited the local- 
ity and reported that tho land wua not re- 
i|uircd for the Indiana for pasturing pur- 
poaea. 

The Chief Commieaioncr then conferred, 
both peraonally and by letter, with the late 
Mr. Lumby, Government agent, and ulao 
with many of tho principal cilizona of Ver- 
non, aa to how to deal with tho land now 
released «o as to best conserve the publio 
intoreata and give the greatest satisfaction 
to those livini? in tho neighborhood. 

The general, almost universal, opinion waa 
tlial the land should be surveyed and those 
portions bordering on tho lake for which 
aomo upplicatioos had been made and which 
were only suited for residential purposes, 
should be divided into small blocks and sold 
at public auction. After the aale should 
any portion bo left unsold itahould be open 
to pre-emption in tho uaual way, 

Thia haa been done, and ao far aa wo are 
aware no applications havo been yet made to 
pre-empt the landa left unsold for tho 
simple reaaon that as before stated 
this land not being suitable for 
farming, it would be difficult, if not impos- 
aible, for any settler to comply with tho re- 
quirements of the land act and tnakn a living.. 
Should any settlor conaidcr that ho can com- 
ply with tbuis requirements, the opportun 
ity is afforded him to do so. 
Whilst tho land we have referred to is Pro 



osooroos BOCK creek road. 

With regard to tho quotation from tho 
Vernon News, published in yesterday's 
Times, referring to the neceaaity of puahing 
througli a wagon road from the Oanoyoos 
Valley to Boundary Creek, tho (iovernment 
ia fully alive to ita importance. Tho aum 
of eight thouaand dollars was set aaido for 
its construction at tho last meotiug of the 
Le((islaturo, and the work haa been pro 
ceeding vigorously all summer. Some little 
time was consumed ourly in tho year from 
tho fact that it waa ncoeaaary to obtaiu the 
most reliable information aa to the beat 
route before coiiinieuciug work. 

Several routes were auggeatod, tho Gov 
ernment eventually selecting that surveyed 
by Mr. Burnyoott, C. E. We understand 
that tho road ia some fifty or sixty miles in 
length, crossing a high range of mountains, 
making it necessarily a diHimili, and expen- 
sive work. So imiiortaiit is it considered 
by tho Government to exercise the great- 
est energy to ratuin all the trade possible 
within the Province, that tho road is being 
pushed to completion aa rapidly aa poaaible, 
though tho approjjriation waa foun 
i|uito insnllicient. The ateaniera upon 
Okanagan Lake and the Shuswap and 
Okanagau railway will bring I'oundary 
Creek and Kettle River people in touch 
with our merchants, and it is fully expected 
tho road will bo completed to Camp 
Mclveimy (about half way) before the end 
of the year. The remaining portion will be 
completed with all pos.siblo expedition in 
tho early spring. Wo foel sure the Legiala 
ture will approve of tho action of the Gov- 
ernment and that those interested in mining, 
farming and other enterpriaes at Rock 
Creek, IJouudary Creek and Kettio River 
will bo more than satiafled with the efforts 
that are being made to promote their wol 
fare.

The lirst businoaa considered was a letter 
from Capt. William Moore on the Bubjeot of 
the Yukon dislriot, in which he has taken 
a life-long interest.

Moore called attention to the matter, a mo- 
niorinl WHS addreaBod by the bourd to the 
I'roviiiciiil iind Dominion f;ovei iuiienta, with 
a view to securing n roiul uuil boiuling priv- 
ile;'c'R. but nothing rcaultcd.

" The recent (liacoveriea of new di^ijingH 
in that diatrict, cH])eciuIly on Miller'n 
creek, have uwiikeued freali interest lunong 
niinera and proapectora, und will attract u 
lurgo addition to tlio population during the 
next aeuaon, the fixed number of inliubitiinta 
there beinij iit the preaenv. time about -lOO, 
eioluaive of ludiiviiu. Tlio diatriut at tliu 
preaent is eupplied witli provisions, etc , 
which uru sliipped up from Sun Fran- 
cisco to St. Michael's and llicnce 
up tlio Yukon river to the digginga. * ' 
Under the preaent circumstances, iho mer- 
chants and traders of thia Province are prac- 
tically debarred front competing for any 
portion of the trade of the district, as there 
are no shipping facilities from our porta to 
the mouth of the Yukon river, nor is there 
likely to be so long as the Alaska Commer- 
oial Company en joy a the monopoly of this 
business. If the required road were con- 
structed and bonding privileges for the same 
aecuredi this would praotioally bring the 
navigable waters of the Yukon river within

ro*d US a governnieul undortaliiug, then I 
would suggest that u rccoinmondation be 
made for letting the construction of it out 
to public competition, under the toll charter 
system, ua waa done in the ciso of the 
("lissiar trail built by mo in 1S7.'!." 

After a general diacuaaion, in which all 
the apeukera agreed on the importance of 
the subject, the letter wua referred to a 
committee conaieting of M. T. Johnston, 
Thomas Eirle, M.P., and E. G. Prior, M. 
P., for consideration and report. 

A communication from the Hamilton 
Board of Trade requested the co-operation 
of the R.C. Board in securing a general 
two-cent postal rate. The meeting endorsed 
the proposition "if found practicable," thia 
proviso being added in view of the gener- 
ally expressed opinion that the Government 
would not be justified in incurring a further 
deficit in the post office accounts by reduc- 
ing the postal rates. 

Robert Ward introduced the subject of a 
proposed re-orrangcment of the pilotagn 
lUFaira of the Province, and road a berie.s nf 
regulations on the aubjoct prepared in ISSl, 
by the pilotage com.niHaionerB, which he 
thought would bo ciuite applicable at pre- 
sent. Originally, he pointed out, there was 
bnt one pilotage iiuthority in the Province, 
but the liurrard Inlet and Nmainio dis- 
tricts had since biin added, ao that now 
there were three ditlercut ucalea of fees aud 
three dilferen', claasea of pilots. There was 
no doubt that it would be to llio advan- 
tage of the shipping of the Province to have 
only one pilotage ayateni, and, though the 
Dominion (ioveranieut hud taken the mat- 
ter up with a view to securing a change, a 
deplorable feeling of aeclionalisin had shown 
itself iu a Muuked way ; Vancouver had ex- 
preajed a willingnefs to come to aome bet- 
ter arrangement, if Nanaimo would do the 
Hdmo, but unfortunately Nanainio refused. 
Oa Puget Sound^there were no pilotage fees 
at all, but veasala coming into Canadian 
waters had to take on a pilot before calliug 
at Victoria and another to take them to 
Vancouver or' Nanaimo, and the charges 
were thus very heavy. ISesides there was a 
lack of proper control, of which tlie wreck 
of the San Pedro furnished an example. In 
that instance the vessel was in charge of a 
Nanaimo pilot not responsible to the Vic- 
toria commissioners, and though the Nanai- 
mo board bal icflioted a small penalty on 
the pilot, they really had no authority to do 
so, as the offence was oommitted out of 
their juriediotion. If the difTsrent pilotage 
authorities could not be brought to 
feel that the country's interests de- 
manded an amalgamation, then the 
government sliould lake hold of and deal 
with the matter, (japt. (juudin hud been 
authoriz'jd to interview the pilotage authori- 
ties and the boards of trade on the aubj-jct, 
aud had yesterdjy diecussed the iiiarter 
with the sjjeaker and .Mr. Fhiinerfelt, with 
the result tliat the bonnl would bi> aaUed lo 
pasa a resolution on the aul)ject. In illustr'w- 
tion of the neeillc-sly heavy charge on ship- 
ping, he stated that tliu Nanainio pilots 
made about ,*I,()IM) a year, and those at Vio- 
toria about f.'(,;jOI). 'J'ho regulations which 
he suggealed provided as follows : Thai 
each district should have control of all pilot- 
age fees earned within it ; that each pilot 
should be amenable to the lawful authorities 
wherever carrying on liia oci.'upation ; and 
that pilots at iiresent engaged in iUiy of the 
three di■itrict^ thoul 1 lo acie|jie<l by 
each, but that in fulure pilots iiiusl 
pass exartiinatii>nH showing their iiualilica- 
tion for duly in all three. Di.spnua lo he 
referred to a board coinpooed of one repru- 
aeutativo from each district, and the rates 
fixed by the local authorities to be appeal- 
able to the central board. Suspensions to 
apply to all districts; and no a(^ition to 
be made to the number of pilots without the 
consent of all districts. It had been pro- 
posed by tho Marino department that upon 
amalgamation the pilots should have a 
steam pilot boat to cruise in the struita, be- 
cause wnen tho WilliBniB Head quarantine 
station is finished it will be necesaary for 
all steamers to call there. 

After a general discussion the Council 
unanimously passed this resolution, n.ovt il 
by C. E. lionouf, seconded by Thon.ue 
Futoher : 

" That this board ronfTirms its opinion re- 
garding tho urgent desirability of placing 
liio variouH pilotage syateina of the I'roviiico 
upon a basis consistent with uniformity and 
thorough ediciency, and that a reform either 
by amalganiatioii or consolidation of tho 
pilotage authorities as at preaent constituted 
would extend facililioa and promote attrac- 
tions to ahipiiing and conmierce in lirilish 
Columbia waters, und that a copy of t.liis 
resolution be forwarded to Captain (Jaudin. " 

The aecrntary read a letter from the secre- 
tary of the Canadian auxiliary committee of 



tho Midwinter Fair, in which, amongst 
other things, ho said : 

Our aaaoeialion, desiring to do honor to 
Canada, decided ut ita last meeting to erect 
a building for a Canadian headquarters, 
where exliibitora and visitors from Canada 
can be welcomed and made to feel ot home. 
It would bo appropriate und pleasing to our 
committee and to the many Cainulians re 
aiding In California, if your board could ar 
ranae to exhibit in our Canadian building 
views of your city, and public buildings, 
together with portraits of your preaidont, 
the mayor of your city and other prominent 
men, it being our intention to adorn tho 
walls of our Canadian headquarters with 
portraits of public men of Canada, and views 
of its publio buildings and scenery, 

"It is thb intention of our committee to 
arrange to celebrate u Canadian day during 
the exposition, when laorosae matches and 
other Canadian gamca will be arranged and 
made an attractive feature. The director- 
general nf tho California Midwinter Inter 
national Exposition haa promised to con 
tribute trophies and medals to bo competed 
for, also a display of fireworks for the even 
ing, aud will render other valuable assist 
ance. Before selecting a day for such oelo 
bratioD, we shall be pleased to receive sug 
gestiona from your Board as to what would 
bo an appropriate day. We hope the 
Britiah Columbia lacrosse team will make 
arrangi ments to bo preaent. " 

The I'reaiileiit reported the interview re 
cently had with the Provincial Ooveniinent 
but saiil that so far no answer had lieei 
made lo the rniueat of tho joint boards of 
trade. 

Oil motion of Thoa. Fiitcher, seconded by 
1'^ (i. Prior, iM.P., it was reaolved that the 
writer should be notified of the action al- 
ready taken by the board. 

\V. H. Kllia suggested, that apart from 
any action that the (lO.'ernment might take 
on l);:half of the Province as a whole, the 
board shoulil appoint a eomniittee to devise 
some amisiblu system of adver'ising \'ictoria 
at San I'rancisco. In fact, he thought that 
this city might well adopt the plan of Pcu't 
land and .Seattle, which have boanla of 
business men to attend to the advertiaing of 
those phici'M (everywhere. 

Thos. I'Liicher agreed that soniotbing 
ahonld ti-e done in this direction. The mat 
ter waa left over for the present. 

A loiter from Melbourne re tho partici- 
pation of Britiah Columbia in tho Taamanian 
exhibition, was read and filed ; no further 
action being taken in view of the deterniin 
atiou of the Dominion Government not to 
participate. 

A letter from T. R. Smith, Consul for 
Belgium, cilled attention to tho exhibition 
about to be hold at Antwerp, an invitation 
to participate in which bad just been accept 
od by the Dominion Government. For par 
ticulars he referred those interested to tbo 
Department of Agrioulture at Ociawa. 

It was resolved that the letter be acknowl 
odged with thanks, Mr. Ward remarking 
that there was more advertising in exhibit- 
ing at Antwerp than even at San Francisco. 

The Provincial Secretary wrote in reply 
to a resolution of the board that the govern- 
ment regretted that it could not send a 
mineral exhibit to Santiago de Chili. 

A communication from Vernon asked in- 
formation which might be useful in connec- 
tion with tho establiahnient of a board of 
trade there, and the secretary was requested 
to fuiniah it. 

H. E. Goauell, librarian, wrote asking 
coi)ves nf the annual reports of tho board, 
for the Provincial library. It waa reaolved 
to grant the recpiosL when files are com- 
pleted by procuring the reports of tho first 
iwo yeitra, l.STS and 1879, now missing. 

C. K. Henouf moved, seconded by A. L, 
Belyea, that 

" Wliereaa tho inortgoge tax impoaod by 
the Provincial (iovernment is, in the opin'. jn 
of thia board, detrimental to the interests of 
this Province, being firstly dual taxatini; 
secondly, the oiuao that a higher rate of n 
tcrest on mortgages prevails here than in 
other parts of the Dominion ; thirdly, tho 
reason that foreign inveators have 
in many inatancea avoided British 
Columbia aa u field for investment 

" Be it reaolved. That the attention of tho 
Hon. the Minister of Finance bo called to 
the ((ueation, with the hope that he may 
give the matter his valued consideration, 
and at the next session of the Legislature he 
may introduce such measures as may be 
neceaaary to repeal same ; 

" That a copy of this resolution bo for' 
warded to all the boards of trade through' 
out this Province, together with a oommuni- 
cation soliciting their co-operation in thia 
matter, and that a copy of this resolution 
bo also sent to the members of the LegiaU- 
ture for the city." 

The mover pointed out the injustice 
caused to tho borrowers by the operation of 
the act; and the seconder said that to hia 
knowledge the < Joverniiient received only a 
small proprirt i(jn of the amount which bor- 
rowers had to piiy, because the lenders took 
the risk of k(;i'[ung the mortg.iges in [heir 
safes rather tliin registering them, to avoid 
payment of the tux, though they had them- 
selves collected it. The resolution was 
adopted. 

During an interval in the business tho 
council listened to an address from Mr. 
Twigg, a viaitor to the city, who is deeply 
interested in the monetary problem, and 
urged that tho Board shoulil send a petition 
to the I'higliab (iovernrnent in favor of the 
estublialin enl of bimetallism, and for free 
coinage, for which the Vancouver Board had 
already promiacd, at hia instance, to peti- 
tion.

WAHiirsiiTON, Dec. 5. — The revival of tho 
rumor to-day that tliat Sir Julian I'aiiiice- 
fote, .Minister to the United States, from 
l';nglanil, was to be transferred to one of 
the l'",uropeau courts, waa tho occaaion of in- 
quiry at the embassy at this city iw lo the 
iriith of the story. The reply lo 
tho question was that "Sir Jul- 
ian knows nothing about it now." 
The piiat assigned lii hiin by the lale.st re- 
poits ia that of aiiib.iaaador lo Tin key, 
which, liy reiison of the relaticni bid.ween 
that couiiliy and l'",gypt ami Ihe vast extent 
of British iutei'i'St in t-bi' latter, is one of 
the most important in tlio Britiah liat. 'J'he 
position waa lilled for many ycMrs by .Sir 
Will. Arthur White and tho salary attached 
to it is $1(1,0110. When the rank of Sir 
Julian waa raised to that of anilusaailor, it 
is understood the salary was increased from 
$JO,aOO to $50,000 per annum.

The following porsona shall bo entitled to 
vole for Aldermen in any ward in which they 
may bo registered aa ratepayers : 

(1.) Any male or female, being of the full ago 
of Iwenty-oro years, who is assessed for l.md or 
improvements, or for real property, within tho 
miinlcipe.lity,and who has paid, on or before the 
first day of Docomher, 1893, all municipal 
ratoj, taxes and licenae fees payable by him or 
her, exclusive Of water rates or water rent ; 

('2.) Any male or female, of tho full ago of 
twenty-one years, holding a license for and 
carrying on business within the ward In which 
he or she ia registered na the holder of a trade 
lico-nse in t he nmniciiiality, the annual fee for 
which in not lets than live dollars, anil who 
shall have paid for such license for the ti.K cal- 
endar inonlha next preceding tho llrst day of 
Januaiy 18.11, and who has paid, on or before 
llie first day of Dcecmher, lt';i:i, all municipal 
rates, ta.vea and license fees, exclusive of waler 
rate or water rent, payable by liiiii or lier, and 
who, on tho fourth day ot iJoccnibor, 1S9U, shall 
hiwu been a resident of tlie municipality for at 
leant OI o year previous to the said fourth day 
of Uecember. 

(3) Any male or female, being a Hritish sub- 
ject of tho full ago of twen'.y-ouo years, who 
has resided and been a householder in the 
inuniciiiality for tile six nioiilhs immedialely 
pr(!cediUK' 'ho tillidayof November, IS'.i;!, and 
who pays in the cily of Victoria a rental or 
rent value as such househoMer of not less llian 
sixty dollars per annum, and who shall have 
paid, on or before tho first day ot Deecnibcr, 
hS'.lii, all iiiuiii'.'ipal rates, taxes and license fees, 
exclu-,ive ot water rate or rent, payable by him 
or her, and who shall before the first day of 
December 1893, enter with thp Assessor 
or Clerk of the municipality his or h'or name as 
a voicr. and ehall make and personally deliver 
to Iho Assessor or Clerk of the Municipal 
Council at tho same time a statutory dcclara- 
lion made nnd Bubscribod before a Judge, mag- 
islruto or notary p>iblic, in Iho form mentioned 
in subsection |c) of seelion 37 of llie Jlunieipai 
Ael, 1892. 

Ci)))ies of said forma may bo obtained on ap- 
plication to the City Asseasor. 

No person ahall bo entitled to have hia or her 
name twice f nter.'d on tho voters' list in one 
and I he same ward. 

In the ca^!e of by-laws lo which the assent of 
llie eiectora is necessary, evciry pcTson who ia 
assessed for land or imiirovemcnls or real 
property is entitled to veto, excepting wluui 
the owner and occupier aro assessed for the 
same property, in which case only the owner 
may vote. 

Chinese or Indians aro not entitled to vote at 
any Municipal election for tho eloctiou of 
Mayor or Aldermen. 

The voters' Hat will bo dosed on Monday, the 
llh day of December. 1893, from and after 
which dato any person or persons desiring to 
know whether any particular name or names 
are on tho voters' lint may ascertain same upon 
application to iho undersigned, 
Hy order.

Tv.'o important questions now vox 
Hio i^'uuuiuo mind. Uno is regarding 
. evening gowns for the luany social func- 
tions, and tlio other is about tho wraps 
and clnalcs. It is suppo.seil that nearly 
every Wdiiian now has licr wiuirr dress- 
es decided upon if not already made, 
and many winter gowns have coats tn 
match, either figaro regent or a plain 
coat with full skirt which falls into 
trunipiUliko ilutings. By tlio way, if 
thero is ari uniatear dressmaker who 
wishes to make one ot these fanliko 
skirts let mo tell her a littlo secret. 
She must not lay open tho seams to 
press them iat, but simply stitch them, 
as that throws tho surfaco up in a 
round, rolliuL,' sliiipe. The seams t(j tlu^ 
waist and thu.-o under tho arms sliouJd 
bo pressed open or stitclied down close- 
ly on each side of the seam, but this 
must ho done no farther than tho lower 
waist line. Tlie seams, when pressed, 
make the .>kirt (}t tlio coat set out lil;e 
a "sprung" collar. I thinl;: I have de- 
scribed nearly all tho hit. .~t styles ot 
jackets aii<l coats recently, but every 
day sees soino new and elegant d( sign 
in long cloaks and superb evening 
wraps, as well as nuiuy varieties of vel- 
vet capes. (!ii(> of tho lati st cii' tliese 
had a snu^' j;ieket with t-kivt per- 
haps Ix! inches below tho waist line and 
was sleeveless. There wero a triple 
cape above that, simply gathered, and a 
pointed Imttcrlly ci)ll;ir with medici 
Collar a!n!Ve. ICvery ed,L;(^ was lionler- 
ed with a I wo iiieh liand of silver fox, 
heaiied liy a line line nf ,iet ttimmiuL;. 
At the eiiil i,( the ])iinited cdllar were a 
bow and ends of black grosgrain rib- 
bon. Throe rows of fur bordered tho 
skirt of tho gray cheviot gown worn 
with this, and en jiassaut I may say 
fur borders everything except hand- 
kercliiofa this season. This wrap has 
alread}' been reproduced in wool, tho 
shiiggj' oITect being preferred. Then 
when the fur is of tho same tone the 
one blend.s in!(i tho olh(>rinaii exqnisiti^ 
imiiiner. But in many and indeed most 
cases, tho fur forms quite a sharp con- 
trast to tho material which it trims. 
Ermine is very poptilar,and swan's <Unvn 
is seen on many evening dressi's around 
tho nocks and arotmd tho long wraps for 
evening wear. 

I saw one evening wrap today that 
•was very handsome. It was of mat 
white corded vclutina lined with'wil- 
low grc4;n satin, duchess striped with 
salmon pink. Thero was a deep capu- 
chin hood, and both hood and long wrap 
were bordered with a three inch band 
of white swan's down. No other trim- 
ming has the same delicate lightness. 

It is well that ;ill tho designers evolve 
things a littlo diifereut, which gives 
each woman just what sho wants. No 
two coats or cloaks or wraps are ex- 
actly alike, and I fancj- that for this win- 
ter they are more diversified than usual. 
One long coat wr.ip for a lady was of 
invisible green velvet, cut iirincess back 
and witli thr, fnmt draped across and 
up to tho left shmildi'r in rich folds and 
closed all tho way down tho left side 
under a fur band, which also extends 
all around the bottom.

All up 
tho front breadth was a delicate pattern 
wrought in outline with brown silk and 
amber beads. Anything prettier could 
hardly bo imagined. The waist was 
of tho crajifi, drawn to a point and fin- 
ished with a piping. Tho bust was 
draped witli an all over embroidery of 
the sanu) l^tf id as that on tho skirt, and 
the short pulled sleeves were of the 
same. 1 saw tho owner of this lovidy 
gown try it on. Long maize porinot 
gloves reaching nearly to tho shoulder 
and a wide necklaco of small amlii'r 
bead.4 go with this. Amber is to be 
quito a fad in jewelry this winter, and 
it certainly is very becoming. It 
matches a blond's hair and enhances 
tho delicac}' of her coloring, wliilo it 
blonds with tho darln>r beauty of the 
brunt.'tto most iidiiiirahh-. It is (piito 
costly, is lino amber jewidry, but noth- 
ing i)r(\tty is cheap. 

Another pretty evening dress for a 
young lady was made of tho now (jilk 
courtaiild crape, pale lilac, witlf a plain 
-skirt gathered in tho back. There are 
two lace flounces gathered to form a 



slight lioading. All around tho bottom 
of theso wero sewed an inch apart wax 
pearl beads as large as peas. The ruffles 
wero slightly lifted in front, and a spray 
of white anil purph? flowers reached di- 
agonally in a graceful sweep from above 
tho top of one to nearly tho top of tlic! 
other rul'lle. The waist was gathered 
top and bottom, slightly joined in front 
and had two rows of white lace in- 
sertion going all around it. There was 
a bertha made of the siimo lace studded 
with ]iearl beails. The sleeves were sim- 
jdo frills of lace with the beads. Both 
hleuvua and bertha wero stiflened with 
wire. Two lilao bows set high on tho 
shoulders gave pertness to this gown. 
A wide necklace of fancy mock jiearls 
went with this. This se.-isoii (hero will 
lio a largo amount of this kind of jew- 
elry worn by the youthful. Pearls are 
not only expensive, ljut not always safe 
investments, as there is no telling when 
they will get " homesick" for the sea 
and lose their Instor.

There is a porcni)ino plush, how- 
ever, that has been jiresented e.xiiressly 
for trimming to these honeycomb suit- 
ings and it is cut on tho straiglit and 
set on as bands and bretelles. Among 
tho silks I note the bengalines in all tho 
season's colors.made to be used in com- 
binations, plain and novelty. Tho wide 
cord plain is for tho trimming or sleeves 
and the novelty is for skirts, but some 
uso them in a directly opposite man- 
ner. Thero are several styles of bro- 
cades with bengalino gowns. One of 
the prettiest small things that belong 
to a lady's costuming is tho dainty vi- 
king style of setting a pair of shaqi little 
wings in her hair, one on eacli side of 
tho head. Tho hair should bo dr&ssed 
something like a Diana helmet, and 
these wings, which are fastened to hair- 
pins, stuck in. \ The viking wings can 
bo had in blac87 or any light color, or 
of lace spangled with diamond dust.

It is rathe-r niifortuiiate th.at the many 
clover and progressive women at the 
present timo to the fore in business and 
public affairs are not clever enough to 
clothi; tliemsidves in tlioarmorof right- 
eousness so conipleti'ly that there is no 
crevice through which the arrows of 
news[ia])er gibings may iienetrate witli 
tho unpleasant barb of truth. Thero are 
such a nnmbi r of critics always ready 
to unjustly ridicule women's doings 
that any really weak s]iot is sure to lie 
]iii reed ]iy a stinging shaft. It is quite 
evident tliat men will never be satisfied 
with tho work done by women until it 
is done infinitely better than men them- 
selves could pos.sibly do it. and for the 
e:irlier attaining of that end they are' 
])roiio to condemn as ]ieruliaily lemi- 
nino and unworkmanlike tliose little 
weaknesses and peccadilloes that are in 
reality common to human nature of 
both sexes. 

For example, it was truly .a pity, a 
very great liity, that tho women con- 
nected with tile World's fair work- 
found themselves nnalilo to stir in tho 
business until they were possessed of sil- 
ver badges, cost .$10 or $15 each, paid 
for out of tho general fund. Still, man 
is ossentiallv-tlie badge wiMring .animal 
and has always In en notorii^usly fond 
of "'a ribbon to stick in his coat, " as 
his Masonic and hundreds of other se- 
cret societies will testify, and if women 
are snared by the same vanity a fellow 
feeling sliould modify the severity of 
masculine criticism. It would seem 
fhat women's chief difficulty in any 
sort of organized work- lies in tho ten- 
dency, after having settled on a definite 
end, to lose sight of it in the fascinat- 
ing intricacies of side issues, as a result 
of which tendency what was merely 
the means is apt to lieeonie an end in it- 
self. Thero is one universal rule for 
harmony and perfection in every sort 
of work, art. inusic, politics and public 
functions, and that is - keep tho acces- 
sories subordinate. And although tho 
heart of man is not invariably inclined

of precedence and the thonaand and ono 
nnimportaucios of a kindred nature.

The intention of tho 
Government was to have an informal, 
friendly chat with members of tho working 
claaBca. Aa tho men who formed uniona 
were the eaaieat to got at, the invitations 
were lirat sent out to thorn, but the inten 
tion waa to afterwords confer with those not 
represented at tho union confcreiici 
Some correapondenCQ wliicli ho had would 
show tho idea of tho ( i overnment in this 
connection. Theae letters ho proceeded to 
road. The first waa .from W. P. Winaby 
secretary Court Northern Light No. i'J.'iS 
A. O F., addressed to tho deputy commia- 
Bioner of labor statistics on the 20th Novem- 
ber. In it he said.: 

" Ry the invitations issued to thti trade 
unions only it is .generally admitted 
that tho majority of workinginen in Victoria 
will not be represented at the conference to 
be held on the 25th inet. Although tho 
Ancient Order of Foreoters, with aboat '1(10 
members in Victoria, is not strictly 
speaking a labor organization, 
largely composed of workiogtr.en, many 
of whom are not members of any 
trade union and consequently will have no 
representative. I am requested by several 
of our members to respectfully ask far per 
mission to be present at the confereuce." 

Realizing, said Mr. Davie, tho importance 
of having such a body aa tho Ancient Order 
of Foresters represented, whether or not the 
members belonged to any unions, tho deputy 
commigsioner by authority wrote in reply 
aa follows : 

" The Government recognizes that o very 
large ond influential portion of tho working- 
men are not. reprcaen'. od th.'oiigh trades 
unions ; and the executive look forward to 
hiiving the opportunity later of mooting 
tliBm and of a.seertuining their viewe nnd 
aecuring their cooprratioii in the work of thi 
liureau of Labor .Statiatica and of the Coun 
oils of Conciliation and Arbitral ion. It will 
lie aatiafuctory that ao important 
nrmntzition iiH the " Ancieii' Order of 
Fure-sters ahou d aeiid a delegate to b 
present at ihe conference on 1 he 25th inat, 
and I i-hM be glad to have you name the 
gentlemen ynnr society may choose as your 
rei)r(\'ien(at ive. " 

This letter, aiild Mr. Davie, waa written 
on the 21.11 November, four djy.s betcire the 
confereuce, and plainly stated, as would be 
observed, that it was the intention of the 
government to confer later on with those 
outside the union*. A further ommunica 
tion from Court Northern Light stated that 
W. P. Winsby had been appointed a delo' 
gate to represent the A. 0. F. 
ut the conference. He wished to 
correot another statement that had been 
made— that he had strenuoualy resisted the 
admission of reporters, and quoted the 
statement made by the representatives of 
the delegates that at his (Mr. Davie's) sug 
geation the reporters had been sent for 
when tho meeting expressed a desire for the 
alteniluncn of thi! press. Ho thought tho 
public had not loat anything by the fact 
that the diacuHHion or rather the elate 
iiieiita made ufter the reaolutioiiH wen 
|)reaenled had not been repoitel, 
for theae atateinc;nta were not Hucii, 
hi! thought, aa would meet wilh 
general ujiproval. It was declared, fur 
instancR, that it would bo a good thing for 
tlie (Joverument lo adojit tho reaolutiniia, 
and that if they were not adopted, why, 
that the (loveriiiiient would be turned out 
(Liughter.) It did not take the exe(?utive 
long 10 riecido upon their anawer, !:it 
they recogiiiz'^d that they were not 
in (illi'ie for the bentlii: of one 
claPH — Umt they i^'ere to employ their 
energies for tho lienEli' of tlin inuasea ( ip- 
plaiiHi ). and having thia convic'ioii, ihey 
were quite prep'ired lo atantl by it. He felt 
ho apoke for all bin colleaguea aa well n.s hia 
own .^eid iiiient.H, when heaiiid 1 lial j iisi ,ka aeon 
aa they iviuld nni carry on the guveciiiuent 
for the geiier.il i)iiblic benelii, they would 
gladly reliiiiiuiah tho roins of ellico. He de- 
claied that in introducing the bill estaliliuh- 
ing the bureau of labor statialicH and Ihe 
oouncila of arbitration and conciliation, the 
Government had no political design what- 
ever, and aimed solely at the welfare of tho 
workiogman. 

Hon. Col, Baker gave a comprehensive 
oxplaoation of the origin of the act under 
dincussinn, and of the steps taken since its 
pasBuge to make its proviaions known to 
thooe whom it was intended to serye, and 
to obtain their views upon it. He deplored 
tho introduction of politics in.to ttie disouB. 
eion of the measure, and said that be waa 
not altosether surprised that no good result 
had followed the recent conference when he 
found that tho chief speaker there was a 
leader of the political Opposition in Ihe 
Legislature. Ho showed that the experi- 



ence in England was that at the meoting'a of 
tho councils of conciliation the representa- 
tives of capital and labor exercised their 
common sense and oame to satisfaotory 
agreements, with seldom the need to refer 
the matter even to arbitration. Ho had 
given this subjeot many years' attention, 
and every year brought a stronger convic- 
tion of the desirability of bringing capital 
and labor as closely together as ponaible. 
(Applause.) 

B. H. West expressed satisfaction at tv 
brief explanations of the act given by " 
Premier 'and Col. Baker, and said hr >t'Hi 
only sorry that their speeches bsd n > as 
longer.

Col. Bilker, in reaiionne, iigiiin took the 
platforiu and eiiti'rcd into an e.xpUnulimi of 
the manner in which tho labor utatiatica 
were to be gathered and the use to'bo made 
of then). Aa to tho council of concilia- 
tion, it was intended to have represented in 
it every industry in the Province, and witli 
that end in view ho intended at 
the next session of tho Legiala- 
luio to introduce an umendment 
enlarging the council to mako this pousihlc. 
He explained why the act did not make it 
conipulaory to accept tlie reault of the arbi 
tratione, but us it would bo next to impos 
siblo to compel either workingmen or em 
ployers to accept the decision of a board of 
arbitrators, it did not seem to bo important 
what the act provided in that respect. 
Under tho operation of such acts in Eng- 
land and elsewhere there had been a diminu- 
tion of strikes, the worst evil of tho work 
ingman. (Applause.) He suggested that 
in tho resolution about to beput'(Bnd which 
had been already read by the ChairmBtt), 
there could be inserted a clause providing 
for tho co-operation of organized labor as 
well. (Applause ) 

Tho Chairman also advised harmony be 
tween the two claasea of labor, and that 
thoeo who were already organized should try 
to bring in their felloiv workingmen, and 
thus put themselves in tho beat position to 
go before tho Government. Ho thought 
there was a great ileal in tho act which 
would bo of the greatest benclit to all the 
workingmen of tho Province. (Applause.) 

Arthur Dutton explained the reason why 
nrgunizid labor demanded that they should 
have control of the collection of statistics 
in tho cities. They wished to send the 
figures to Eastern Canada and the United 
States, so that people there would be fully 
postnd as to the state of tho labor market 
before coming out to settle. He argued in 
favor also of the demand that no alien labor 
should be allowed on government works, 
because no British subject would 
be permitted to work on '..gov- 
ernment contracts in ttie United States. 
He contended that organized labor would 
never receive a benefit in this province 
that unorganized labor would not share. 
(Applause.) He still believed that the reso- 
lutions of tho union labor conference were 
right, and had in his possession documents 
which showed that the unions were going 
to stand by them. Ho said temperance 
men might just us well aend diatiilcrs to 
parliament, as workingmen send " dudea 
and doctors and lawyera " to make hiwa for 
them, (t^aughter. ) Ho stated that the 
workingmen had only two repreaontal ivea 
in ihetireaent legifilaturc — Mr. JCeith and .M r 
Forater trom Xanaiino. He claimed ihiit the 
!)ill if not adoaniaterod by workingmen 
would be of little benelit to them. It the 
retunia wore to be compiled by repreaont- 
al ivea of tho mcrchaiila, what waa to pre 
vent them from (ixing them up to auit the 
iiicrchunt'a interesta only. If there wih an 
honest workingmaii in charge, be would re- 
sign ruther lhan carry out tuch inalructiona 
should ho receive them, und would tell the 
public why be resigned. 

Mr. West, asking the indulgence of tho 
meeting while he again occupied the plat 
form, said that some remarks which had 
fallen from the lips of the last speaker 
seemed to call for correction. He wished 
to remind this meeting that many of the 
best friends that labor ever had, had been 
burn aristocrats, and among these be in- 
Bianced Sir George Grey, in New 
Zealand, and Wendell Phillips in the 
United States. His advice to workingmen 
was to take a man as they found 
him, and according to what ho endeavoroil 
to do for them, in.ilead of rejecting hia 
aaaiHtaneo liecaiiao he b donged to any par- 
ticular cl'iBs in KK:iely. (Applauae ) 

Hon. Mr, D.ivio said if he might be ex- 
cuned for apoaking agnin he wialied to take 
alrong exception to aomo of the remarks 
made by Mr. Dutton. Hi? had b- en aur- 
priaed to hoar the language uaed by that 
gentleman rea,)i:cling the niembera of tho 
legialal lire, and the alisihtiug Wiiy in which 
he bail apiiken of "dudea, doc'd.-a und law- 
yera." Aa to the " diidca," whatever Ihey 
might be, Mr. Dutton might be right ; but 
aa to tho doctora and the luwyeia, c.icli of 
tbetii had ir. aociety a place juat aa uaeful 
and honorable aa I hat Idled by iinyone, and 
there waa not li workingiiiiui in Ihe audience 
who would not bo gliul at anm'j time to 
claim 1 heir Borvicea. (Applauoc.) "When 
ho uaya," continued Mr. Duvie, "that all 
the virtue in the world ia nionopolizcd by 
lb(^ workingmen, or that they or any other 
clai^a are the only honest men in thi.s place, 
1 any ho ia a demapoguo. (Applauae) He 
telld you that if a man belonging 
lo any other olaas were appointed to 
compile the returns, he would falsify 
them, ond ho Buya that if a workingmau 
were appointed to tho ollico ho would resign 
the billet if dissatisfied with tho instructions 
of his chief. I want to know whether 
Arthur Dutton, if he had a snug $1(10 or 
$125 a month, would be tho first to hand in 
hia resignation." (Laughter and applauae.) 
Mr. Davie reminded the meeting that at the 
opening of the labor conference the Govern- 
ment stated that it waa tiie intention to ap- 
point to tho bureau one man from tho'ranks 
of labor and possibly two, but thoy had been 
mot with the demand that tho whole 
BtaiT should be confined to that

one class. The Government of course 
could not grant any such demand. They 
were prepared to give organized labor fair 
play, but could not give them everything 
exclusively. (Applause.) 

Mr. Dutton iniiuirod if it was notso that 
he had aaked for a representative of the un- 
organized workingn.en. • 

Hon. Col. Biker rose in reply. " When 
Mr. Dutton cumo to my oflice," ho said — 
" tho appointnienta were under conaiileru- 
tion then (laughter) —ho assured mo, ' You 
will have no dilhculty with labor ; it will bo 
with the employers.' He was very friendly, 
and promised that he would always be 
glad to help in connection with the 
act. I osked him how I could get 
at some representative men umongat 
unorganized lubor, and ho said, 'It ia no 
use trying ; you know they won't come.' I 
BOO to-night they will come," Col. li.iker 
proceedecl, looking at the great gathering 
before him. He believed it waa at the in- 
stigation of Mr. Dutton and of Mr. Keith, 
M.P. P. , that tho labor union conference had 
presented a set of resolutions which they 
well knew no Government could adopt. 

The question having been asked from tho 
audience while Col, Baker was speaking, 
"What has the government ever done for 
tho workingman?" Hon. Mr. Davie rose to 
reply, enumerating a number of measures in 
a forcible speech, further reference to which 
apace forbids. In this he stated that he 
hoped to have nu opportunity here as in the 
upper ciiunlry to address a few representa- 
tive gatherings und to bo able to satisfy his 
hearers ui to the policy and performances of 
tho government. Ho hoped the first of 
these meetings could bo held in the near 
future. 

The Chairman then put the reaidution 
handed to him, which read aa folloua : — 

" That in the opinion of lliia meeting of 
unorganized labor the act respecting the 
Piureau of L.ibor Siatiatica and Councils of 
Conciliation and Arbitration, if carried out 
would conduce to the interests of society 
generally; therefore be it resolved that a 
committco of live woiUingmen be appointed 
to confer with the (ioverniiient und nmko 
such Buggealiona aa thoy may deem necea- 
aary for the efiVctuul carrying out of the 
act. Said committee to conaist of J. Croker, 
plasterer ; \V. ,). Cleave, aealer ; W. P. 
Winaby, cabinet maker ; W. Harris, brick- 
laj'er, and \V. Turnbull, fireman." 

Hon. Mr. D.»viu suggeated that aomo rep 
resentalive of organized labor ahould bo 
added, but Mr. \Vinaby explained that it 
was the intention that the committee named 
ahould conter with tho union representa- 
tives BO as to work in harmony with them. 

The Chairman then put the resolution and 
AikeJ for the ycaa and nays. A good nuiii- 
bcr of voieea w«re he»rd on each aide, ao to 
decide the matter he then asked for a show 
of hands, und as a result the resolution 
waa carried.
